Wildlife Trust launches fund 
to meet £2,000 a day costs 


SOMERSET Wildlife Trust are appeal¬ 
ing for the public’s support to raise 
funds, as the organisation revealed that 
it costs around £2,000 a day to maintain 
the county’s reserves. 

The wildlife trust has relaunched the Somer¬ 
set Nature Reserves Fund, which was estab¬ 
lished last year to raise money to safeguard the 
county’s landscapes and wildlife. Last year the 
fund was able to record enormous gains for 
wildlife across the county. 

The trust says it hopes that this year it will be 
able to do the same with the help and support 
of the wildlife lovers across South Somerset, 
who will donate this year. 

Tim Youngs, director of land management, 
said: “In Somerset we are incredibly lucky to 
have some amazing habitats from internation¬ 
ally renowned wetlands, ancient woodland, 
species-rich grassland, and magnificent mead- 
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ows, each requiring specific conservation pro¬ 
grammes in order for the unique biodiversity 
to not only survive, but thrive. 

“Our nature reserves within these special 
places are the bedrock upon which we are able 
to deliver critical conservation work and, to en¬ 
sure these special places are kept healthy, an 
incredible amount of planning and resource is 
involved - our reserves cost nearly £2,000 a day 
to maintain, which is a significant outlay. 

“And, as the seasons and weather change we 
have to continually adjust and fine-tune our 
work and habitat programmes, such as grazing 
management - with the failure to provide the 
necessary feeding and breeding grounds at cer¬ 
tain times potentially having detrimental con¬ 
sequences for species the following year. 

“Having extra funds not only means that we 
can continue with our practical conservation 
work on our reserves, but helps us to be pre¬ 
pared for what the future may hold. We will be 
able to respond faster and provide on the 
ground solutions when we are faced with un¬ 
foreseen challenges - such as Ash dieback.” 

South Somerset nature reserves that would 


benefit from extra help include Bickham Wood, 
Bishops Wood Meadows, Jan Hobbs Nature Re¬ 
serve and Dommet Wood which surround 
Chard and Ilminster and West Coker Fen Na¬ 
ture Reserve between Crewkerne and Yeovil. 

The fund last year supported some amazing 
results for wildlife and was critical in conserv¬ 
ing habitats for populations of some of Somer¬ 
set's most charismatic wildlife, from Otters to 
Dormice. 

Katie Arber, Somerset Wildlife Trust’s direc¬ 
tor of fundraising and marketing, added: “It is 
very clear from the response we received last 
year that Somerset Wildlife Trust’s nature re¬ 
serves are held dear by many people. Somer¬ 
set’s wildlife is part of what makes living, 
working and visiting the county so special. 

“Our members and supporters have always 
been generous and we hope that they will give 
what they can again for what is a very impor¬ 
tant fundraising initiative for the trust. 

“We also hope the wider public and local busi¬ 
nesses who value their green spaces, and un¬ 
derstand and appreciate their value in their 
lives, will support the fund and help us ensure 
Somerset remains a wildlife rich county.”

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Local police forces react 
to London terrorist attack 


POLICE forces across Devon and Somerset 
have urged residents to remain alert and vigi¬ 
lant following the terrorist attack in Westmin¬ 
ster last week. 

Both Devon and Cornwall and Avon and Som¬ 
erset forces released statements reminding 
members of the public how to report seeing sus¬ 
picious behaviour, but also praising and pass¬ 
ing on their condolences to the emergency 
services in London. 

Devon and Cornwall Assistant Chief Consta¬ 
ble Russ Middleton said: “The events in London 
are a timely reminder of the need to remain vig¬ 
ilant and report any suspicious activity you 
may see. 

“Although we have no information to suggest 
any specific risk to Devon, Cornwall or the Isles 
of Scilly, I would ask the public to keep alert 
and not alarmed, and to support us in keeping 
our region safe. 

“If anyone sees anything suspicious relating 
to terrorism, they can report this to the Anti- 
Terrorist Hotline on 0800 789321.” 

ACC Middleton added: “The impact of yester¬ 
day’s (March 22nd) events will be felt for some 
time and our condolences go to the families of 
the police officer and members of the public 
who have died and been seriously injured as a 
result of the attack. 

“Local people may see some increased patrols 
locally and might also see a more overt armed 
presence from officers. 
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“I’d ask the public not to be fearful of this, but 
to feel more secure that steps are being taken to 
ensure their safety. 

“Devon and Cornwall Police stand with the 
Metropolitan Police and other forces in not let¬ 
ting attacks like this stop people going about 
their daily business. 

Avon & Somerset Chief Constable Andy 
Marsh and Police & Crime Commissioner Sue 
Mountstevens wrote an open letter to the pub¬ 
lic, in which they pleaded with the public to re¬ 
main united. 

The letter read: “In the wake of the tragic 
events in London, we want to take the unusual 
step of writing an open letter to reassure you 
that we will do everything we can to keep peo¬ 
ple safe. 

“We have all been shocked by the events that 
have taken place and are immensely proud of 
the bravery shown by PC Keith Palmer and his 
colleagues. 

“Our thoughts are with Keith and his family 
together with all those affected by this tragic 
event.” 

“We have been deeply heartened and are very 
grateful to everyone who has visited our sta¬ 
tions or sent in messages of support recently. 

“Thank you, I know every member of the po¬ 
lice family feels the warmth of this support as 
we grieve together. 

“In Avon and Somerset we stand shoulder to 
shoulder with colleagues in the Metropolitan 
Police Service and the communities we serve. 

“All forces have long established and well-re- 
hearsed plans in place to deal with attacks of 
this nature as illustrated by colleagues in the 
Metropolitan Police Service. 

“We must remain united in our communities, 
stand together and not allow terrorism or ha¬ 
tred to prevail. 

“We are aware that following incidents such 
as this, there can be an increase in hate crimes 
within our communities. Over the coming days 
and weeks we will be reaching out to reassure 
and strengthen bonds with the communities we 
serve. 

“Let us be clear, there can never be any ex¬ 
cuse for hate crime in any shape or form and 
this criminality will not be tolerated. 

“More than ever in these uncertain times we 
want those who are victims of hate crime to feel 
confident that we’ll take your reports seriously, 
protect you and make sure you get all the sup¬ 
port you need.”

Stagecoach-owned South West Trains loses 
their franchise after more than 20 years 


SOUTH West Trains 
has lost its franchise 
on the South Western 
network, including 
the Exeter-London 
Waterloo line, after 
more than 20 years. 

The Department for 
Transport announced 
yesterday (Monday) 
that Chinese metro 
operator MTR and 
FirstGroup will 
jointly take over the 
running of the South 
Western franchise 
from Stagecoach 
on August 20th this 
year. 

Transport Secretary 
Chris Grayling said: 
“First MTR South 
Western Trains Lim¬ 
ited will deliver the 
improvements that 
people tell us they 
want right across the 
South Western fran¬ 
chise area, from Bris¬ 
tol and Exeter, to 
Southampton, Wey¬ 
mouth, Portsmouth 
and London. 

“We are delivering 
the biggest rail mod¬ 
ernisation program¬ 
me for over a century 
and this franchise 
will deliver real chan¬ 
ges for passengers, 
who can look forward 
to modern trains, 
faster journeys and a 
more reliable serv¬ 
ice.” 

First MTR South 
Western Trains Lim¬ 
ited will oversee a 
£1.2 billion invest¬ 
ment and provide a 


boost for the commu¬ 
nities served. 

The next franchise 
will include: 

• Refurbished trains 
with charging sock¬ 
ets, new seat covers 
and refreshed toilets; 

• Faster journeys 
across the network. 
Journeys to London 
will be eight minutes 
faster from 
Southampton, 14 
minutes faster from 
Weymouth, 9 min¬ 
utes faster from 
Bournemouth and 10 
minutes faster from 
Exeter; 

• More Sunday 
services across the 
network, with many 
routes having the 
equivalent of a 
Saturday service 
after 1pm. 

Passengers are 
promised better infor¬ 
mation throughout 
their journey, on¬ 
board trains, on plat¬ 
forms and through a 
new mobile phone 
app, including live in¬ 
formation on seating 
availability and 
crowding levels, so 
that passengers know 
the best place to stand 
to board the train. 

The new contract 
will also see:

tickets bought in ad¬ 
vance through their 
digital channels; 

• Free Wi-Fi at all 
stations and on¬ 
board mainland 
trains. 

• Investment in 
station improve¬ 
ments including 
refurbished waiting 
rooms, additional 
seating, improve¬ 
ments for step-free 
access, and 60 elec¬ 
tric vehicle charging 
points. 

• New smart card, 
automatically 
offering the cheapest 
walk-up single or 
day return fare; 

• New Flexible 
Season Tickets, 
offering a discount 
for passengers 
travelling fewer 
than five days a 
week. 

FirstGroup Chief 
Executive Tim O’¬ 
Toole said: “We are 
delighted that our 
partnership with 
MTR has been se¬ 
lected by the DfT to 
run the South West¬ 
ern rail franchise, a 
key part of the coun¬ 
try’s railway network 
which millions of peo¬ 
ple rely on every day.

Council plan to 
build new homes 


BUILDING new homes in East Devon to in¬ 
crease the supply of properties in the district - 
and meet an ever-growing demand - is the main 
priority for setting up a housing company, says 
East Devon District Council’s lead councillor 
for homes and communities, Jill Elson. 

The council believes the company is a long¬ 
term sustainable solution to increase the sup¬ 
ply of properties in the area - for sale or rent - 
and to meet the need for good quality homes. 

The company, which would be wholly owned 
by the council, would be financed by the coun¬ 
cil and any profits would come back to East 
Devon District Council. 

Cllr Elson said: “This is an innovative ap¬ 
proach to a long term problem in our district. 

“We recognise that we need to do something 
very different, if we are to ensure that our res¬ 
idents have the homes that they need and we, 
among many other councils across the country, 
believe that a local housing company is the 
right solution. 

“Our proposals are also consistent with the 
Government’s housing white paper which is 
encouraging growth in the housing market.” 
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MP clarifies why Amazon Prime 
charges were claimed on expenses 


YEOVIL MP Marcus Fysh has moved to clarify 
why his Amazon Prime account appeared on 
his expenses. 

Mr Fysh was caught up in controversy when 
he was named by national newspapers as one of 
nine MPs who had been found to have claimed 
for the popular service. 

Mr Fysh said: “MPs’ expenses which are 
granted by the Independent Parliamentary 
Standards Authority for the running of offices 
and operations in two locations have been a hot 
topic in recent years. Mine have been correct 
and proper despite some trying to cast asper¬ 
sions, and I try to operate efficiently. 

“My office has been using Amazon and its 
Prime service with a government card to get 
fast and cheap delivery of various items for it. 
As a busy MP and father of two young children 
I certainly have no time for any TV streaming 
services that recently appear to have been bun¬ 
dled with the free delivery service. 

“Amazon shouldn't have charged for the 
Prime delivery service that was used though, 
because I was part of the original beta trial for 
Prime back in around 2004 and have had it 
without paying ever since because getting de¬ 
livery free forever under Prime was the deal 
with that. I have now got a refund directly onto 
the government card which they erroneously 



charged. 

“So the net result is that my office has had 
some numerous and bulky items delivered for 
free, without the taxpayer having to pay any¬ 
thing for Amazon Prime.” 


Survey reveals primary school 
children worry about appearance 


SOMERSET Health and Wellbeing carried out 
a survey of primary school children, which re¬ 
vealed that almost a quarter of girls aged be¬ 
tween eight and 11 admit they worry about 
their appearance and weight. 

And by Year 6 - the final year before sec¬ 
ondary school when pupils are aged 10 and 11 - 
a third of girls say they want to lose weight. 

Some 14 per cent of boys aged between eight 
and 11 also worry about their appearance. 

The survey was carried out by the Somerset 
Health and Wellbeing in Learning Programme. 

Researchers said they found girls as young as 
six who talked of going on a diet and boys of 
seven and eight already wanting a six-pack. 

The study of 57 schools also found an increas¬ 
ing use of social media and adult websites by 
primary pupils. 

A third of Year 6 girls communicate with pals 
online, and 24 per cent of boys in the same year. 

A third of girls surveyed said they had seen 
images or videos which had upset them, and 23 
per cent admitted seeing online content which 
was Tor adults only’. 

Among boys, the figure is higher with 29 per 
cent saying they had seen adult-only pictures 
or video. 

It concluded that modern anxieties more com¬ 
monly associated with teenagers are increas¬ 
ingly filtering down to younger children.

Garage significantly 
damaged in Ashill fire 

FIREFIGHTERS were called out on Sunday, March 
26th following reports of a garage on fire near 
llminster. 

The alarm was raised at just before 12.15pm to 
the incident at Wood Road in Ashill and one fire 
engine from Chard and two from Taunton were 
mobilised. 

Upon arrival the firefighters found smoke and 
flames coming from a large garage and they 
quickly got to work on dealing with the situation. 

A third fire engine was mobilised for extra sup¬ 
port, but the Devon and Somerset Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service reported that the building had 
suffered extensive fire damage, while an annexe 
had received a large amount of damage due to 
heat and smoke.

fected the way they were treated by peers, with 
15 per cent saying they were bullied because of 
the way they looked, and 11 per cent because of 
their weight. 

Education consultant Chris Calland said: 
“Sadly we are not at all surprised by the results 
of the survey. Children today live in an image- 
obsessed society and are surrounded by images 
of perfect looking people. 

“Not only are they looking at photoshopped 
celebrities but also the filtered pictures of their 
friends through social media. 

“Taking selfies, analysing their own image 
and constantly comparing themselves to others 
is taking its toll on our children and we are see¬ 
ing this at a younger and younger age. 

“We often work in schools where girls as 
young as six are worried about their appear¬ 
ance and talking about going on a diet. 

“We also meet boys of seven and eight already 
wanting a six-pack. 

“When children are anxious about how they 
look it can be damaging for their self esteem 
and long term this can be a contributing factor 
to depression and mental health concerns. 

“We believe that we need to start early, build¬ 
ing body confidence in primary schools so that 
children are more resilient to the pressures 
they are being exposed to at an early stage.” 

A spokesman for anti-bullying charity Kid- 
scape said: “This survey shows us that younger 
and younger children are exposed to what we 
may have understood as teenage concerns such 
as anxiety over body image, bullying and access 
to adult content online. 

“We need to equip our children from a young 
age to live safe and well, encouraging positive 
relationships, healthy habits and helping them 
make sense of what they see online.”

Third phase of work now underway 
to improve Lyde Road roundabout 


THE third phase of work on the Lyde Road 
roundabout project in Yeovil started earlier 
this month. 

It has seen Lyde Road re-open and multi¬ 
way temporary traffic lights installed on the 
junction of Lyde Road and Sherborne Road. 

Drivers have now also been banned from 
turning right from Sherborne Road into St 
Michael's Avenue. This ban will become 
permanent once the new junction is com¬ 
plete. 

The final phases of the work will continue 
until June 2017 and see the completion and 
commissioning of traffic lights, installation 
of signs, street furniture, final surfacing and 
white lining. 

Work started in September 2016 with the 


first phase of work taking place off the 
road. 

The second phase started at the begin¬ 
ning of January 2017 and included the ex¬ 
cavation, drainage, realigning of islands, 
construction of footpaths and installation 
of the new traffic lights. 

During this stage there was two-way traf¬ 
fic lights on Sherborne Road and Lyde 
Road was closed. 

The works have been part of Barratt 
Homes' nearby Wyndham Park develop¬ 
ment to carry out road improvements in 
order to cope with the expected increase 
in traffic including the upgrading of the 
mini roundabout to a junction with traffic 
lights.

The Ambulatory 
Emergency Care 
(AEC) Unit took up 
residence in a purpose 
made space to provide 
an expanded service 
in October 2016. 

The AEC Unit gives 
patients with on-going 
medical needs the 
care they need with¬ 
out having to wait in 
the emergency depart¬ 
ment or stay in hospi¬ 
tal as an inpatient; 
providing appointments seven days a week. 

Patients with certain conditions, such as 
pneumonia, chest pain and pulmonary em¬ 
bolism are safely managed as outpatients. This 
helps to reduce the amount of time patients 
have to stay in hospital, improving patient ex¬ 
perience and the use of Yeovil Hospital’s re¬ 
sources. 

Before the unit was opened, patients would 
often have to be admitted into hospital to get 
the care they needed. Now they can attend the 
AEC Unit for appointments and return home 
the same day. 

At the official opening Julie Reeve, nurse con¬ 
sultant in emergency medicine, said: “The unit 
has been a fantastic success since opening in 
October 2016. We’ve seen 1,388 new patients 
over 2,298 appointments which have helped 
avoid 805 admissions. 

“This helps take pressure off our emergency 
department and the hospital wards. Ensuring 
we can provide the best possible patient care. 

“The results are a tribute to the team’s dedi¬ 
cation and vision. I want to pay a special tribute 
to a colleague who was integral to the unit’s de¬ 
velopment, Wayne Callow, who sadly passed 
away after a short illness last year. He would be 
proud of what the team has achieved and the 
care they deliver to patients.” 

The unit was opened by Wayne’s wife, Lisa 
Callow. 

Patient feedback on the unit has been very 
positive. 

In a review of the unit one patient said: “I vis¬ 
ited this unit regularly after my operation, the 
staff were excellent. They made my visits a 
pleasure. Now that they have given me the all 
clear to not come back I feel glad that my treat¬ 


ment is finished but sad that I will not see their 
smiling faces at the weekends.” 

Another patient wrote to the hospital to say: 
“I cannot praise the attitude of the staff more 
highly. I see the unit as a very effective and cost 
efficient use of NHS resources. 

“I was able to go home in-between appoint¬ 
ments and did not have to take up a hospital 
bed. I would like to thank Yeovil Hospital for 
opening this wonderful facility.” 

Paul Mears, chief executive of Yeovil Hospital 
commented: “The success of the AEC Unit is a 
fitting tribute to Wayne. It has made an incred¬ 
ibly positive impact on our Emergency Depart¬ 
ment. Since the unit has been open it’s saved 
five hospital admissions per day, that’s 150 a 
month. This reduces the time patients have to 
wait for a bed in the hospital and helps the 
Emergency Department hit its four hour wait¬ 
ing time target. 

“Since we have redesigned how we work in 
the Emergency Department, Yeovil Hospital 
has consistently been in the top ten trusts in 
England for meeting the 95 per cent four hour 
wait target; the AEC unit has a lot to do with 
that success. 

“Patients have told us they really value the 
unit and the way in which it delivers their care. 
The unit is part of our ongoing innovation in 
managing how patients arrive at the hospital 
and how they are discharged. 

“GPs are able to refer their patients to the spe¬ 
ciality teams who operate out of the unit and 
patients are then able to go straight to the AEC 
unit on arrival which ensures a smoother tran¬ 
sition from community to hospital-based care 
for patients.”

THE South Somerset Careline service has se¬ 
cured a further £5,000 in funding from Devon 
and Somerset Fire and Rescue Service to work 
in partnership to improve home safety. 

The grant has been awarded to increase 
safety in the homes of South Somerset District 
Council’s Careline’s customers. 

In 2015, Careline was awarded an initial grant 
to help pay for the installation of smoke alarms 
in customers’ homes. 

In the past year, 156 people were referred to 
the fire service for a Home Safety Visit and 149 
free smoke detectors which link directly to 
Careline’s control centre were installed. A di¬ 
rect link to Careline ensures customers will al¬ 
ways receive an immediate response in the 
case of smoke or fire. 

The new funding will enable Careline to con¬ 
tinue to support vulnerable people by in¬ 
stalling a further 250 smoke detectors directly 
into people’s homes. 

Station manager Matt Evans, from Devon and 
Somerset Fire and Rescue Service, said: “We 
are really pleased to be working so successfully 
in partnership with South Somerset Careline. 
Working together we will continue to help vul¬ 
nerable people in our community to make their 
homes safer.” 

The district council’s spokesman for Care¬ 
line, Councillor Sylvia Seal, said: “We are ex¬ 
tremely grateful to the Devon and Somerset 
Fire and Rescue Service for the further funding 
they have put in to this fantastic initiative. En¬ 
suring more residents of South Somerset have 
smoke alarms installed is a job well done and 
increases the safety of our residents.” 

Crew manager Mike Toop added: “I think of 
it as the three ‘Ms’, which are memory, mobil¬ 
ity and medication. They all will affect how a 
fire could start in the first place, but more so it 
affects how someone might react when a smoke 
alarm activates. 

“With a smoke alarm fitted the resident might 


not register the sound, but Careline would and 
a response would be ensured.” 

Careline provides help at the touch of a but¬ 
ton and gives that little extra support to people 
who want to remain living independently for 
as long as possible while bringing peace of 
mind to their family and friends. 

The service provides an emergency alarm 
pendant that can be worn at all times, which 
links to our local control centre where emer¬ 
gency staff are on hand to answer calls 24 hours 
a day, 365 days a year. Relatives can enjoy 
peace of mind that their loved ones are safe and 
will get an immediate response whenever they 
need it. 

A free demonstration in the home can be of¬ 
fered and, if you are happy with the service, 
staff can connect and set up the unit immedi¬ 
ately. Through the Stepping Stones service, the 
alarm is provided free of charge for six weeks 
for patients referred to Careline when they are 
discharged from hospital. Alarm rental and 
monitoring is just £3.82 a week.

Pensioners’ forum needed 
still - now more than ever 


Difficult to be proud of our country 


■ I WAS so glad to be reminded of the pension¬ 
ers’ Council Tax protests in London by your re¬ 
cent report on WASPI’s (Women Against State 
Pension Inequality) activities. 

It was very cold the day we went to London. I 
took a taxi at 5am to the home of Albert Veni¬ 
son, then leader of Devon Pensioners’ Action 
Forum, for our journey to Exeter - the meeting 
place for coaches to the capital. 

We all congregated in Trafalgar Square and 
were amazed at the amount of people there, the 
police, also. We didn’t expect any trouble but 
they were there for our safety and health. 

I was so tearful to see all these people; some 
in wheelchairs, some in military clothes. It was 
an utter disgrace to treat those people like that 
- people like me; so many still working to sub¬ 
sidise their pension. 

A crowd of youths cheered us on; there were 
tears everywhere - a sign that everyone gets 
old some day. 

It’s something we’ll never forget, plus the fan¬ 
tastic speaker from Scotland spoke loud and 
clear. 

One of the ladies from the Axminster group, 
who took to the stand, was kept in a cell 
overnight. 

A reporter asked if he could travel a little of 
the way home with us on the coach. With no 
spare seats, he knelt on the floor. We had a little 
sing and slept. 

Myself and a few others gave interested peo¬ 
ple more information on the pensioners’ forum. 
It got so big we had a meeting in Chard Guild¬ 
hall, where it was standing room only. The 
speakers who attended gave us a lot of support 
and we learnt so much from each other. 

Sadly, through age and illness, it came to an 
end. But the forum today is needed more than 


ever, and when I saw the WASPI photo I 
thought, great, we could come forward and sup¬ 
port them; there is so much not acceptable and 
together we can fight on. 

I was a manager at sheltered housing for 18 
years and it broke my heart how these people 
were being punished for working, with no help 
for spectacles, dentures, etc. 

I saw couples never have a holiday, no money, 
no back-ups. In those days they had respect and 
pride; the tough generation. 

If they would pay decent carers money to the 
children of those that need assistance, so they 
can give up their employment, there would also 
be the pleasure of being with family; no bed 
needed. I could go on. 

Had I known what would was to happen, I 
would have tried to pay ‘big stamp’ (National 
Insurance contributions) but with only a very 
small wage and childcare, it was too expensive. 

Living in Germany for three years it was a 
pleasure to see how a country should be run. If 
you didn’t work, tough. Lovely schools. If we 
could have afforded to stay we would have, had 
I known. 

I could have paid stamps, that is why at the 
moment the DWP is asking workers to check 
how many ‘big stamps’ they need before retire¬ 
ment. 

We, the carers, are on a pittance. If the Gov¬ 
ernment had to pay for all the people the carers 
keep at home, they would help us more - and 
there would be more beds available. 

Maybe WASPI could contact me? We could 
rise again like the phoenix for the next genera¬ 
tion.

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 


by Hannah Stephenson, Press Association 


• Continue to prepare 
seedbeds outside, weather 
permitting, using planks to 
stand on if the soil you are 
working on is very wet. 

• Weed borders and mulch 
bare soil with organic matter 
or other material to stop 
them emerging again. 

• Plant containers with hardy 
plants including small trees, 
shrubs and climbers. 

• Lift and divide overgrown 
clumps of summer-flowering 
herbaceous perennials, just 
as growth gets under way. 

• Cut vigorous climbers 
such as ivy, winter-flowering 
jasmine and honeysuckle 
back hard. 


• Split primulas after 
flowering, as the flowers go 
over. 

• Place stakes in the ground 
to support perennials which 
will soon be emerging. 

• Cut down growth left after 
winter to make way for new 
shoots, dressing the soil with 
a fertiliser so it's ready for a 
layer of mulch. 

• Plant out early varieties of 
potato, once they have been 
chitted. 

• Plant a patch of comfrey in 
a bright, sunny corner of the 
kitchen garden. The leaves 
make a great addition to the 
compost heap, or spread 
over the soil around crops as 

a mulch. 

• Sow salad leaves little 
and often, resulting in a 
continuation of crops to 
harvest through the 
summer.

Welcomes The New Free 30 Hours Childcare 


PLAYDOME will be doing an 
Easter egg hunt over Easter 
on Good Friday, Saturday 
and Easter Monday, all free 
of charge! We are however 
closed on Easter Sunday! 

Playdome is also part of Sunny days Nurs¬ 
ery. 

Working parents of three to four-year-olds 
in England will soon be eligible for 30 hours 
of free childcare - rather than the current 15 
hours. The childcare is only available at Of- 
sted registered nurseries, pre schools and 
childminders. The new scheme will be 
available from September 2017 and your 
child must have turned 3 before the start of 
the academic term. 

The 30 hours of free childcare can be used 
term times for 38 weeks or parents can 
spread the free childcare out over 51 weeks 
but they would only get 21.5 hours per 
week. 

The Government has been rolling out a 
pilot scheme in 8 English areas: Wigan, 
Staffordshire, Swindon, Portsmouth, 
Northumberland, York, Newham and Hert¬ 
fordshire. The scheme is scheduled to go 
nationwide later this year. 

There has been 75% take up by eligible 
parents within the trial areas. Choice of 
hours and days maybe limited so it will be 
wise to start looking for suitable providers 
now. It is possible to split your childcare be¬ 



tween two providers to access 
the 30 hours. 

Not everyone is eligible 
but everyone will still receive 
the 15 hours free childcare 
that is currently available for 3 
and 4 year olds. For more information 
please visit www.childcare-support.tax.ser- 
vice.gov.uk. 

The Eligibility rules for the 30 hours free 
childcare are: 

• Your child will be aged 3 or 4 when the 
scheme starts in your area. 

• YBoth parents must be working - or the 
sole parent is working in a lone parent 
family. 

• Each parent earns, on average, a weekly 
minimum equivalent to 16 hours at 
National Minimum Wage or National 
Living Wage. 

• Each parent must have an annual 
income of less than £100,000. 

• You live in England.

Prep: 10 minutes 
Cook: 15 minutes 

You will need: 

• 12 cupcake cases 

• 2x piping bags and a 2D nozel (not 
essential, you could spread the icing on 
with a flat knife, but a piping bag gives it 
a more professional finish) 

• electric whisk 

For the cupcakes: 

• 150g unsalted butter, softened 

• 125g self-raising flour 

• 25g cocoa powder 

• 150g caster sugar 

• 3 eggs 

• 12 mini Creme Eggs (freeze before 
adding to the batter) 

For the topping: 

• 150g unsalted butter (never use mar¬ 
garine as you won't get the same con¬ 
sistency), softened 

• 350g icing sugar 

• yellow food colouring (optional) 

• 6 Creme Eggs (chilled - it's good to 
have a few extra in case they crack 
when slicing), halved 

Cupcake method: 

1. Preheat oven to Gas mark 4/180'C 
/170'Cfan. 


2. In a large bowl, whisk all the ingredi¬ 
ents (except the mini Creme Eggs, 
which should be in the freezer chilling 
nicely before you are ready to bake) until 
creamy. 

3. Spoon the mixture into the individual 
cupcake cases and pop a frozen mini 
Creme Egg into each case. 

4. Bake for 10-15 minutes. 

5. To check they are cooked just press 
gently and they should spring back. 
Leave the cakes to cool. 

For the frosting: 

1. Put the icing sugar and butter in a 
bowl, using an electric whisk, beat to¬ 
gether until well mixed - if necessary 
add a drizzle of hot water to soften the 
mixture. 

2. Now divide the icing between two 
bowls and in one bowl add a tiny drop of 
yellow food colouring. 

3. Mix well and keep adding more until 
you have the desired colour. 

4. Now fill the piping bags with alternate 
dollops of yellow and white icing - this 
gives the two tone effect. 

5. Get piping! 

6. Once finished, top each cupcake with 
half a Creme Egg, and serve!

Steeleye Span vocalist Maddy Prior heads to Somerset 


SOME forty years from her emer¬ 
gence on the late sixties folk club 
circuit, Maddy Prior is one of the 
most enduring, influential and re¬ 
spected artists in British music. 

Born in Blackpool and, raised in 
St Albans, Maddy first came to 
prominence as a duo with singer/ 
guitarist Tim Hart. As the 70s 
dawned, they joined forces with 
Ashley Hutchings (of Fairport Con¬ 
vention) and Gay & Terry Woods, 
with the idea of fusing folk song 
with rock instrumentation and 
technique. The new group took its 
name from a traditional Lin¬ 
colnshire ballad ’Horkstow Grange' 
- the tale of a character called Steel- 
eye Span. 

So began an incredible story. Oth¬ 
ers may claim the invention of folk- 
rock, but Steeleye were the first to 
drag it into the electronic age. In 
the age of the giant rock band, 
Steeleye Span fitted the bill per¬ 
fectly, taking folk music out of the 
backroom clubs and into the charts 
with a string of hit albums, gold 
discs and world tours. Hart and 
Prior remained constant in a group 
whose changing line-ups read like 
a Who's who of British folk, until 
Tim left in 1980 and the band un¬ 
dertook a couple of sabbaticals, be¬ 


fore returning in 1986. 

Nearly 40 years on....and and 
Maddy is still out touring with old 
bands and folk and new. 

Maddy Prior has a history of col¬ 
laborating with unexpected musi¬ 
cians. Looking to approach 
traditional and written material 
from interesting and varied per¬ 
spectives. After a successful Spring 
Tour Maddy again teams up with 
Giles Lewin and Hannah James. 
Giles is a multi-talented instru¬ 
mentalist and singer with a classi¬ 
cal background diluted by some 
years in the band After Hours.

ARMCHAIR travel doesn’t get any easier than 
this. There’s no need to hop on a transatlantic 
flight to hear the unique genre of music pro¬ 
duced by the ‘crescent city’ of New Orleans’ 
when the Sunset Cafe Stompers will bring it to 
your doorstep! Headed up by founder member 
and piano whizz Mike Denham, the Stompers 
boast a talented line up of musicians who spe¬ 
cialise in playing exciting New Orleans jazz and 
on Friday, April 14th they will be doing so at 
Ilminster Arts Centre. 

The band takes its name from The Sunset Cafe, 
a top nightspot on Chicago’s infamous South 
Side. A1 Capone owned it, Louis Armstrong 
starred there. The Sunset Cafe Stompers play 
the music of that period, including great tunes 
from Scott Joplin, Irving Berlin, Jelly Roll Mor¬ 


ton, Duke Ellington and Fats Waller, but the 
band’s wide repertoire also features songs made 
famous by artists as diverse as Patsy Cline, Mar¬ 
ilyn Monroe, the Inkspots, Fats Domino and 
even Mr Elvis Presley. 

The variety of music itself is significant, evoca¬ 
tive of the elusive, shifting, pulse that defines 
the sound of New Orleans. The city has a tradi¬ 
tion of bands being hired to attract a crowd, or 
to add spirit and generate excitement for all 
kinds of occasion. Since their foundation in 
Dorset in the early 1980s the Sunset Cafe Stom¬ 
pers have followed in that tradition: playing at 
festival and jazz clubs the length and breadth of 
the country, down to Cornwall and up to Cum¬ 
bria, as well as wedding, funerals, garden par¬ 
ties and village halls. 

Over the years the band personnel 
has changed and adapted but the cur¬ 
rent line up is Mike Denham (piano 
and band leader); Steve Graham 
(trumpet); John Coad (drums); Pete 
Middelton (trombone); Eddie Ed¬ 
wards (banjo); Pete Ward (bass); Mike 
Betts (clarinet and tenor sax).

It was during the interval 
in Richmond that I learned 
of the atrocities, which 
were occurring in West¬ 
minster. I switched on my 
phone and was greeted 
with panicked messages 
from family and friends 
desperately trying to find 
out if I was safe. 

I’ll admit, I struggled to 
concentrate on the second 
act and I almost decided to 
cancel my central London 
theatre trip that evening, 
but there is a steely deter¬ 
mination amongst London¬ 
ers that the terrorists will 
not win and as I now see 
myself as an honorary city 
girl, I felt it would have 
been cowardly of me not to 
continue with my day in 
support and defiance. 

I’m not professing to 
being brave, the brave 
ones were the medical 
staff, police and general 
public who ran to assist 


those injured in the attack, 
but I did feel that I mustn’t 
let the perpetrators of this 
type of incident influence 
the trajectory of my day. 

The tube journey back 
into central London was 
just the same as usual and 
although Westminster sta¬ 
tion was closed and it did 
feel a bit eerie as the rush 
hour train passed the 
empty platforms, London¬ 
ers went about their busi¬ 
ness with their normal 
level of purpose and poise. 

After pausing to take 
stock, I continued with my 
working day and went to 
see The Miser starring 
Griff Ryhs Jones, Lee 
Mack and Mathew Horne, 
which was extremely dis¬ 
appointing, but I was 
pleased to see the show go 
ahead and the theatre was 
full. 

I then returned to the 
South West to put the Lyme 
Regis Experience to bed, be¬ 
fore heading down to Ex¬ 
eter to review Kay Mellor’s 
A Passionate Woman, 
which starred Liza God¬ 
dard and was a little bit 
strange. 

There’s no let up next 
week, when I have a dead¬

Two painters and a sculptor 


THREE artists from North 
Dorset are crossing the 
county border to show their 
work at Ilminster Arts Centre 
for the first time, in an exhibi¬ 
tion that opens on Monday, 
April 10th. Friends Sue Bates, 
Sue Fawthrop and Darren 
Wheeler have frequently ex¬ 
hibited together for Dorset 
Art Week, but have never be¬ 
fore shown in Somerset, so 
their new show ‘Two Painters 
and a Sculptor’ marks an ex¬ 
citing debut. 

Painter Sue Bates loves the 
medium of watercolour. She 
uses no pencil in any of her 
works “I prefer to dive in with¬ 
out the limits of pencil 
marks”, she explains, “this 
means I can truly follow the 
flow of the paint and adapt my 
techniques, subject matter 
and composition as I work.” 


This approach shows in most 
of her pictures, where the im¬ 
ages can appear with move¬ 
ment or ghosting as the 
subjects emerge or disappear. 
Sue works mainly in her stu¬ 
dio in Dorset which looks out 
on her garden, and the ancient 
hill fort of Hambledon Hill. 

Sue Fawthrop’s paintings 
explore the mood and atmo¬ 
sphere of the landscape and 
coastal areas of Dorset. She 
makes drawings on site, with 
notes about weather, sounds 
and transitory events, and de¬ 
velops these into paintings in 
oil, watercolour, acrylic and 
collage in her Dorset studio 
using a semi-abstract style. 

Darren Wheeler is a wood 
turner and sculptor who has 
had a passion for timber since 
early childhood. Introduced 
to lathe turning by the wood 


craftsman Dave Robert RPT, 
Darren found his metier in¬ 
stantly. His signature organic 
style features natural edges 
and burring, which are in¬ 
spired by the colours and 
forms of the surrounding 
landscape, and he sources his 
timber locally from storm- 
damaged trees. All of Dar¬ 
ren’s sculptures use timber 
that would otherwise be 
burnt or left to rot, timber 
that few people would have 
the courage to attempt to 
turn! 

Featuring art works that are 
both distinct and yet compli¬ 
mentary, this exhibition 
promises a visual feast, and a 
great opportunity to discover 
a trio of talented Dorset 
artists. 

The exhibition runs from 
April 10th to 29th.

The traction battery 
is included in the purchase price of the ve¬ 
hicle and offers peace-of-mind with an 8- 
year/60,000 mile warranty. 


Available equipment includes air condi¬ 
tioning, parking sensors, speed limiter, 
tyre pressure monitoring, electronic sta¬ 
bility control (ESC) combined with Hill- 
Start Assist and a 7-inch touchscreen. The 
E-Berlingo Multispace also features the 
Citroen brand’s highly-regarded in-car 
connectivity, with Bluetooth® and Mirror 
Screen technology. 

The new E-Berlingo Multispace will be 
assembled at the Vigo production site and 
will go ‘on sale’ in the UK during the third 
quarter of 2017.

IMMINENT changes to Vehicle 
Excise Duty (VED) mean con¬ 
sumers have just over a week to 
secure a deal on a new car before 
tax rates soar by up to 2475%. 

Analysis by What Car? has 
shown that the cost of taxing a car 
purchased after 1 April 2017 could 
be up to 25 times more, with even 
some of the most environmentally 
friendly plug-in hybrids com¬ 
manding sharp tax increases. 

It’s conventional hybrids such as 
the Lexus GS300h and RX450h that 
will be hit hardest, however. These 


have traditionally been an attrac¬ 
tive option for those seeking a lux¬ 
ury car with small-car emissions, 
because under the outgoing legis¬ 
lation, the GS300h costs owners as 
little as £20 to tax over three years 
and the RX450h £40. But under the 
new rules, that increases to £1,010 
and £1,030 respectively. 

Under the new legislation, only 
zero-emissions cars costing less 
than £40,000 will be free to tax, but 
buyers still have a few days to 
make significant savings by pur¬ 
chasing before the 1 April dead¬ 


line, using the new What Car? 
New Car Buyer Marketplace, 
which lets people compare dis¬ 
counts from dealers in their area. 

In the case of the GS300h hybrid, 
the near-£1000 hike in the three- 
year tax bill is made up of a £150 
first-year rate based on its C02 
emissions, followed by two subse¬ 
quent payments of the new hybrid 
flat rate of £130 per year, which 
applies to all vehicles with emis¬ 
sions above Og/km C02.

further £310 a year charge be¬ 
tween years two and six. As a re¬ 
sult, three-year tax bills on the 
Porsche Cayenne E-Hybrid, Mit¬ 
subishi Outlander PHEV and 
Volvo XC90 T8 and Audi Q7 E- 
tron will also jump from zero to as 
much as £1,000. 

On the up side, the Audi, Mit¬ 
subishi and Volvo remain eligible 
for a government grant of £2,500 
thanks to their low C02 emis¬ 
sions of less than 75g/km, and if 
buyers order before the tax hike 
they could save almost half as 
much again.
